25. To see if the Town will vote to disband the Planning Board. (by 
petition) 
26. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate 
for the purchase of a new fire truck to replace Truck No. 4. 
27. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate 
for the purchase of a Police Cruiser, 40% of the cost to be furnished by 
the Federal Government under the National Highway Safety Act. 
28. To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting.

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REPORT OF THE WEARE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Over 300 calls for Police service were received during 1970. This is 
an increased amount of 20% over 1969. This steady increase in crimes 
and problems is the result of the growing disrespect for the law and the 
tights of persons and property. The easy accessability of the towns by 
automobile makes Rural areas an ideal place for breaking into camps 
and unoccupied dwellings, stealing, vandalism, and any other forms of 
crime.Items stolen range from weathervanes to Crawler tractors. Several 
chain saws were stolen from the owner’s buildings as well as hand tools, 
household goods, and food. One chain saw was recovered by an alert 
person, taking down the registration number of a car cruising back and 
forth by an unoccupied house. Many cases of suspicious vehicles, people 
and happenings, were investigated, and several breaks were solved 
through information given the police. 

Report immediately any unusual or suspicious situations. Write down 
vehicle registration numbers, and description of persons, if in your 
vicinity. 

Beware of strangers calling at your residence to use the phone or for 
any other purpose. Keep them outside and make any calls for them. 
‘This last season a couple wanted by the police in several towns were 
selling books, house to house in Weare. 

There are teams selling various services, such as roof painting, drive- 
way sealing, and inspecting oil burners, and furnaces. These people are 
not legitimate and are out to flim flam you. 

Check with the police on anyone you do not know, or who cannot 
give you positive identification. 

We would like to check these people out while they are still in town. 

If closing up your house, even for a few days, take valuable with 
you or leave them with neighbors. Secure your buildings as well secured 
as possible, and don’t leave desirable articles in sight. Notify us and 
your neighbors to keep watch of your property. Everyone must be alert 
and give us good, concrete information as to what they see going on, 
if we are to reduce breaking, entering, larceny, etc. in Weare. 

Checking of camps for breaks and to see who is occupying them is 
done frequently. 

Patrol of Weare cost about $1800 during 1970 representing 678 hours 
and 8302 miles. 

The size and layout of Weare makes it very difficult to give adequate 
coverage. More checking of vehicles, persons, buildings, and situations 
during the nighthours should be done. More traffic control is also 
necessary especially on weekends. 

The Department feels it is necessary to have a Town owned Police 
Car equipped with necessary lights, siren, radios, idnetification and 
other emergency equipment. This car would be used by whoever was 


ee 


on patrol and would eliminate the use of personal cars to a great 
extent. The men in the department are not anxious to do this work in 
their own cars because of the liability and insurance problem. The 
National Highway Safety Act provides 40% of the cost of a new 
Cruiser, and the equipment. The cost to the town would be about 
$2600 for an all new, complete unit, purchased under the State 
contract. 

The increasing use of our woodlands by hippies, campers, Mini-Bike 
riders, and users of Snow Mobiles adds to the police work load. We 
receive many complaints about these people using private property and 
disobeying the laws. We check these cases out, try to eliminate this 
abuse of our woodland areas. Any wooded or open areas are regarded 
by most city people for public use and the land owning tax payer is not 
even considered.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
of the 
WEARE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Weare Department answered 31 alarms for fires during 1970. 
This is a less normal, and property losses were quite low, due to 
prompt reporting, response and extinguishment of these fires. Fires 
involved buildings in 11 calls. Heating systems caused most of these 
building fires. Improperly operating oil heating systems, defective flues, 
and wood work too close to heat sources were the principal causes. 
Several fires were in partitions and under floors. A smoke in an attic 
was found to come from woodwork under the hearth of a fire place on 
the first floor. The Fire Department will inspect any heating system or 
other possible fire hazzard in your home if requested. Practice fire 
prevention all the time. Leave things in a safe condition when you 
leave your house empty. Several fires occurred when no one was home. 
If you smell smoke call at once if in doubt as to the cause. Time is 
important. 

Other calls were for: 6 brush fires, 4 car fires, 3 chimney fires, 
1 exploding heater, 1 call for escaping gas, 2 investigations of smoke, 
2 mutual aid calls to fill in for other towns. Five calls were out of town. 

[legal burning of brush and rubbish were responsible for most of the 
brush fires. Get a permit from the Forest Fire Warden to do any burn- 
ing of grass, brush, or debris when the snow is not on the ground. It is 
against the law to burn anything in the open without a permit. 

During the daytime we have been calling in another department, 
not for equipment, but to get additional manpower at this period when 
most of our firefighters are away from town. A training course has been 
set up to make our men more efficient and able to fight serious fires. 
with reduced manpower. A working fire requires at least 15 trained 
and experienced men. | 

The additional area to the Center Fire Station was painted on the 
inside, additional sewage installed, and a larger oil burner installed in 
the furnace. Overhead doord were installed on the old section and on 
the station at South Weare. Lights, outlets, and water connections in the 
new building remain to be done as well as painting the outside and the 
floor. 

Monthly meetings were held, also several fire drills and training 
meetings. The newer members must be trained so as to get the re- 
quired knowledge through experience that otherwise would take years. 

The tank truck No. 4 should be replaced. Parts are difficult to 
obtain for a 22 year old truck. Two other trucks, 2 and 3, are eighteen 
years old and will need replacement in a few years. It takes about two 
years for delivery after ordering a fire truck. 

The Auxiliary and Fire Department held two dances and raised 
needed funds. The auxiliary put on their Strawberry Festival and 
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Christmas party. Food and coffee were provided at several fires. 

The Rescue Squad responded to 41 calls which is an increase over 
the previous year. A course in First Aid was given both firemen and 
other interested persons. This operation is an important part of the 
Fire Department activities. 

The Red Phone Network operators answered over 500 calls of 
various types during 1970: Fire 31, Police 301, Rescue 41, Forest Fire 
17, Information 99, Services 12, Civil Defense 8, and the usual nuisance 
calls and wrong numbers. When you call, stay on the phone and give the 
operator the necessary information — section of town, name of road , 
former owner, or resident. Dial 2333 and stay on with the operator. A 
Red Phone was installed in the Central Station for standby to assist the 
regular operators. 

Portable pumps, 300 ft. of 1% inch hose, hand lights hand tools, 
2 pair of boots and a spare radio were purchased during the year. 

Help to maintain this good record of few fires and small losses. 
Practice good prevention and be fire conscious.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1970 forest fire season was a quiet one in this area, quiet in 
part because of your continued cooperation and favorable weather con- 
ditions. 

Fires that did occur were, for the most part, caused by debris 
burning, children and smokers. 

The elimination of these three causes of forest fires would drastic- 
ally change this picture — to bring about this change we make the 
following suggestions: 


KE When the ground is not covered with snow, a permit to burn 
must be obtained from the Forest Fire Warden. This permit 
covers waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, 
as well as garden trash and brush burning. Such burning is 
restricted by regulation to prior to 9 a.m. and after 5 p.m. with 
the following exceptions: 


Commercial or industrial burning is permissible at any time 
under normal conditions but only with the approval of the 
District Chief and a written permit from the Forest Fire War- 
den. 
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2s Fires caused by children can be prevented only with the com- 
plete cooperation of parents in the supervision of their children, 
keep matches out of reach of children, this action will help 
to prevent fires and may save a life, the life of your child. 
Try to explain this to your child, won’t you? 


3. Forest fires caused by smokers can be reduced in numbers 
by the exercise of more care in discarding of matches and 
smoking material whether from a vehicle or by a hiker. In all 
cases, make sure that the butt or match you discard is out,’ 
dead out. Smokey says, “Thanks for your help’, and invites 
you to join with him in setting a good example for others 
in the prevention of fires and the protection of our environ- 
ment.

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REPORT BY 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


to the Town Meeting, March, 1971 


The Conservation Commission is established under state law. Mem- 
bers of the Commission are appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 
From March 1970 to March 1971, the Commission has had ten meetings. 

Numerous projects are under consideration, including the following: 


Cooperating with state authorities in preparing up-dated map 
of the Town showing all roads and designating town-owned 
lands, historical spots and recreational areas. 


Preparation of leaflet concerning Weare, its history and att- 
ractions, and including map. 


Assembling information on solid waste disposal and the new 
applicable statutory regulations. 


Recommendation of regulations submitted to Planning Board 
to protect the Town from extensive excavation of sand, gravel 
and other earth material. 


Plan for erection of signs on highway entrances to the Town — 
“Welcome to Weare, Incorporated 1764, 50 sq. miles of four 
season natural beauty, Those who live here, love it.”’ 


Committee appointed to consider ways and means of gaining 
greater public interest in the Weare Historical Museum. This 
and other points of historical interest and assets of the Town 
but have not received the public attention that they deserve. 


As a matter of public policy the Town should recognize that 
marshlands swamps and wetlands are valuable natural re- 
resources to be protected. The Commission recommended to 
the Planning Board that they be so recognized in its master 
plan. 


Plans should be made to protect the Town from unreasonable 
and unnecessary loss of open space areas. This depends upon 
continued private ownership with due regard for the public 
interest. It also depends upon public policy of the Town it- 
self, for example, by conservation of the Town Forest and 
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other appropriate town lands; acquiring lands by purchase, 
gift or bequest, to save them from detrimental uses. 


The best investment Weare can make is in its open space areas— 
if the Town wants to maintain its four season natural beauty. 


The Conservation Commission has had no appropriation by the 
Town. Expense involved has been advanced or contributed, but now, 
the Commission recommends that the Town appropriate money to est- 
ablish a Conservation Fund which would accumulate from year to year, 
according to state law. This would cover expenses of the Commission, 
but principally, would gradually provide a fund by which the Comm- 
ission might acquire, for the Town, appropriate real or personal prop- 
erty of historical importance or land for conservation. It would also pro- 
vide the possibility of obtaining additional financial assistance from 
governmental or private agencies.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and the Citizens of Weare: 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report relative to the Weare 
Central Elementary School and the Weare High School. 

The total enrollment for the 1970-71 school year is 431 by grade 
as follows: 


Elementary School High School 

Grade 1— 45 Grade 5 — 37 Grade 9 — 35 

Grade 2— 53 Grade 6 — 30 Grade 10 — 28 

Grade 3 — 43 Grade 7 — 44 Grade 11 — 28 

Grade 4— 31 Grade 8 — 34 Grade 12 — 23 

Total Elementary — 317 Total High School — 114 


Joseph Deschino resigned after 8 years of service in the schools of 
Weare to assume the position of principal of the Henniker High and 
elementary schools. The many friends locally and the present and past 
staffs of the Weare Schools tendered a fitting testimonial to Mr. and 
Mrs. Dischino in appreciation for his dedicated service to the children 
of Weare. 

Leonard Hall was named principal of the Weare Schools to replace 
Mr. Dischino. Mr. Hall, a graduate of Dartmouth College, recently 
received the Master of Education degree at Plymouth State College 
where he majored in school administration. Mr. Hall with teaching ex- 
perience in Amherst and Goffstown, N. H. was most recently teacher 
and assistant principal of the White School in Goffstown. 

This school year witnessed many staff shanges in the schools. 13 
teachers resigned and were replaced by new staff members. In many 
instances beginning teachers replaced veteran staff members. The Weare 
School Board is attempting to initiate salary and physical plant re- 
finements to allow for the attraction and retention of a quality staff 
for the schools of Weare. 

School district expenditures continue to increase directly as the 
rising costs of textbooks, teachers’ salaries, fuel, services and transpor- 
tation. A second cause in the increased costs is the growing number 
of students. 

The growing student population has taxed our buildings beyond 
normal capacity. In the light of the extremely overcrowded conditions 
in our schools it is evident that Weare must again undertake a school 
building program in the immediate future. 


THE REMEDIAL READING PROGRAM 


Mrs. Perrigo reports that there are fifty-five boys and girls from 
grades one through six coming into the reading room every day for 
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extra help in reading. The schedule is broken down into six groups 
which usually meet for forty-five minutes daily. 

These children complete the same basal reading work as the other 
children in their class while working in a small group in a separate room. 
Here, they receive special, individual instruction to meet individual 
needs. 

When a child has a reading problem it is difficult for him to cope 
with his other class work and the classroom teacher refers him to the 
reading room. Here he is tested and a careful evaluation of his needs 
is made. 

Many types of special, professionally designed corrective materials 
are available here as well as a variety of carefully selected books. 

Much time and emphasis is devoted to phonetic work, linguistic 
skill improvement, vocabulary building, work attack skills, comprehen- 
sion and understanding, reading-study skills, interpretive and appreci- 
ation skills, and oral reading skills. 


TITER’ 


Funds available through Title I of the National Education Act en- 
abled the Weare School District to continue the successful school 
readiness summer program begun in 1969. Under the capable super- 
vision of Miss Carol Brown approximately 20 youngsters were able to 
benefit from a six-week school orientation designed to prepare them 
for first grade. Along with many difficult learning activities the boys 
and girls became accustomed to listening to directions and working 
with others in a classroom situation. Althougha short program of this 
type does not take the place of a year-round kindergarten it serves a very 
useful purpose and has been well received by parents and teachers. 

Title I also provided funds to pay for the services of a full time 
teacher-aide in the elementary school. Many necessary but routine 
school activities such as taking of lunch counts, duplicating tests and 
work-sheets and distributing school supplies can be performed by an 
aide thus allowing the teacher to spend more time in instructional work. 

Acknowledgement should also be made of the commendable work 
done by a group of volunteer teacher-aides who devoted time on a reg- 
ular basis throughout the school year. This is an excellent example of 
school and community working together to improve the educational 
program. 


SPECIAL CLASS 


Usually accompanying the increase in school population is an in- 
crease in the number of children with learning disabilities, emotional 
problems and children with need for particular attention a special class 
provides. The administration recommends that a special class is included 
in the Weare Schools as soon as feasible, 
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The benefits of a special class also extend to the students in the 
regular classes whose normal achievements may be disrupted in varying 
degrees by the teacher’s lack of time available to devote proportion- 
ately to the individual needs. 


STUDENT COUNCIL 

The Weare High School Student Council, Leonard Hall advisor, and 
Mark Chag, president have assumed the planning and direction of the 
Weare High School Winter Carnival. The carnival currently under stu- 
dent direction has previously been a P. T. A. sponsored activity. The 
Student Council is to be commended for undertaking a project of this 
magnitude. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENT 

I wish to extend my appreciation for his many years of service to 
Weare and sincere best wishes in his new position as principal of the 
Henniker Schools to Joseph Dischino, our former principal. 

I also wish to extend my sincere appreciation for the support and 
cooperation extended to the administration by Leonard Hall, Principal, 
teachers, pupils, school board, Roger Griswold, Chairman, and citizens 
of Weare as well as the loyal support of the Supervisory Union No. 19 
office personnel, Paul Kilmister, Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
Wayne Evans, Business Manager, and Mrs. Ruth Henk, Mrs. Harold 
Smith and Mrs. William McKenna of the office staff.

The PTA in cooperation with the School Health Service conducted 
a preventative program which consisted of cleaning the children’s teeth, 
plus an application of topical flouride. Dental Health education and a 
referral program were incorporated with this treatment. 

A Crest Dental Education Program was given in the first three 
grades. In the other grades Dental Educational Films were shown. 

Menstrual Hygiene Education program for sixth grade girls was 
presented. A film was shown and appropriate literature was given to all 
students. 

A film on Drug Abuse was shown to all fifth, sixth, seventh, and 
eighth grade students. 

Dr. Underwood and Mr. Wiita from the Concord YMCA gave a very 
interesting and informative talk on smoking to all sixth grade students. 
This program was reinforced with additional films and discussion 
groups on smoking. 

Pre-school registration was held in April with 26 children attending. 
The value of pre-school health appraisal including screening tests lies 
in the importance of early case finding enhancing correction of defects 
and an optimal time and before the child enters school.
